United States will keep hands off in 
the far eastern situation, according 
to information from high ad m in is­ 
tration sources today. 
W hile receipt or a note from China 
asking th a t the United States act as 
tru stee of Kiao Chau, was officially 
disclaimed, it was apparent th a t the 
adm inistration knows of C hina’s de­ 
sires in this m atter and that it, in ­ 
tends to remain aloof, unless there is 
a general request for such action, 
and one which could not possibly be 
m isinterpreted by any or the war­ 
ring nations. 
Stating th a t United States would 
not ‘‘view 
with 
indifference any 
interference with the present terri­ 
torial statu s quo of China or any 
change in the character of the occu­ 
pation of the Pacific islands,” Sen­ 
ato r Gallinger introduced a resolu­ 
tion this afternoon, and asked th a t it 
be referred to the foreign relations 
committee. 
Wrhile it is not believed President 
W’ilson will authorize a flat"'*rejec­ 
tion of the Chinese proposal, it is 
understood he will

The condition of the residents of 
the Belgian territory now occupied 
by the Germans is pitiable. 
Their 
food has been seized by the enemy. 
In num erous instances their houses 
and barns have been given to 
the 
torch. 
None have any money and if 
they had, there is no where that they 
could buy food. 
The German com ­ 
missary is taxed to its limit to sup­ 
ply its own forces, but anyhow, on 
account of the intensely bitter feel­ 
ing against the Belgians because of 
their stubborn resistance to the Ger­ 
man invasion, they can expect n o th ­ 
ing from the foe. 
So far as is possible the govern­ 
m ent will care 
for those who are 
able to m ake their way to this city 
but the condition of the m ajority 
is hopeless and a terrible toll 
of

Expected 
that the Entire 
German Army in Belgium

GHENT, Belgium , Aug. 21.— The 
main German army entered B russels 
fod„y. Headed by a m ajor 
general 
and his staff, the German forces pro­ 
ceeded into the city along the tw o 
main roads leading from 
Louvain. 
Up to that tim e the only 
German 
forces in the city were the cavalry 
who took 
possession 
of 
Brussels 
yesterday. 
As on 
yesterday, 
th e 
invaders 
w ere met at the city boundary by 
the burgom aster of B russels, garbed 
in his official robes. The greeting to 
the Germans was friendly. The bur­ 
gom aster called attention to the fact 
that the city had yesterday surren­ 
dered to the Germans, that it 
was 
open and undefended, and that on 
behalf of its people he dem anded the 
protection decreed by the principles 
of international law. 
The German com m ander in chief 
said so long as the people of 
the 
city rem ained quiet they would 
be 
in no danger. But he m ade it em ­ 
phatically plain that any attem pt on 
the part of the Belgians to interfere 
in any way with the German force* 
would he met with suitable reprisals. 
The German general and his 
staff 
then proceeded to 
the

w here offices were established. 
The German signal officers 
took 
possession fit’ the telegraph offices, 
anti the troops proceeded to the po­ 
sitions to wrhich they had been as­ 
signed.

Much interest attaches to an inter­ 
view given out by Robert 
Crozier 
Long, famous as a war correspond­ 
ent. in which he absolves the kaiser 
from all blame for the war. 
As one 
of the last Americans to leave Ber­ 
lin Mr. Long, who had the confidence 
of the government, had an exception­ 
al opportunity to acquire inside in­ 
formation from the German end. 
Mr. Long declares that the kaiser 
peremptorily ordered Austria to ne­ 
gotiate with Russia, but that Russian 
aggression came so swiftly and in

consent came too late. He appears to 
credit Germany's claim that France 
began the hostilities by acts of war 
as early as August first. 
In conclusion Mr. Long says;

It lies on Austria for her 
undue harshness to Servia and also 
for Berchtold’s pig headed obstinacy 
and pedantry; on the Russian side 
for its dishonesty in secretly mobil­ 
ising its entire army at a time when 
it was imploring the kaiser to inter­ 
vene tor peace, and when the kais­ 
er was working for peace with every 
prospect for success.
